BRITAIN AND liUSSIA. 

Their Fleets in Eastern Waters Keeping 
Watch on Each Other's Movements. 

London, Jan. L'5. — A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from. Nagasaki, Japan, saj'B:

Toronto, Jan. 24.— (Special)— Tho 
jury who heard the action for damages 
brought against R. Noble for alleged uee 
of hypnotic influence on tho girl Lucy 
Dudley, found damages for the girl of 
$60 and for her father of $100. Noble 
proposed to ascertain by hynotizing the 
girl whether or not she had any knowl- 
edge of a thoft of goods from his house 
and the hypnotism is said to have seri- 
ously injured tho girl.

RECIPROCITY OUT OF SIGHT. 

Washington Has Put Aside for the Present 
Any Hope of an Arrangement 
With Canada. 

Washington, Jan. 24. — Reciprocity 
negotiations continuo to proceed in a 
manner satisfactory to the officials, but 
there is no present prospect that agree- 
ments will be concluded in the near fu- 
ture. The British negotiations as to 
reciprocity with the West InditB have 
advanced as a result of eeveral recent 
meetings between Sir Julian Pauncefote 
and Commissioner Kaaaon. The basis of 
exchange has been formulated, but the 
draft of an agreement has not been 
made. The ambassador expects to have 
in a few days much valuable material 
from the several colonie'B bearing on the 
articles likely to come within the agree- 
ment. The negotiations are restricted 
to the West Indian colonies, the plan of 
Canadian reciprocity being put aside for 
the present. Hopes are still expressed 
that some general arrangement can be 
made by yvhich the commission will deal 
with all Canadian questions, including 
not only reciprocity but also the Behring 
Ren matter. At present there are no ne- 
gotiations in that direction, although it 
is said that they may be reported. 

THE FRENCH HUBBUB. 

The House Continues to Vote Confidence in 
the Government— Germany Disclaims 
Connection With Dreyfus. 

Paris, Jan. 24.— The chamber of de- 
puties was thronged at this afternoon's 
session. M. De Beauregard protested 
against the treatment accorded the 
chamber on Saturday saying it recalled 
the coupB d'etat of December 1857 and 
of November 1799. (Prolonged mur- 
murs.) The deputy further complained 
of tho intervention of the troops on Sat- 
urday. The president of the chamber 
explained that those who were charged 
to clear the tribune met with resiatence 
and thought it their duty to call out the 
guards. M. Jaures, tho socialist leader, 
requested permission to continue the 
discussion of Saturday. He criticized 
the government's "incomplete prosecu- 
tion " of Emile Zola, and asked the 
reasons for this sate of affairs. The 
house by a vote of 370' to lel3 expressetl 
confidence in the government. 

M. Jaures protested against the alleged 
illegality and secrecy of the Dreyfus pro- 
ceedings and reproached the government 
with pusillanimity. He also claimed 
that for the past 26 years the republic 
had been controlled by financiers, and 
accused the majority of desiring the re- 
delivery of the republic into the hands 
of the monarchy and the clericals, and 
added : " But the socialists are prepared 
to defend the true republic." The 
premier, M. Meline, refused to reply, 
be'CfcUSB, he said, " the government had 
no right to constitute itself a court of 
justice." 

Bkiilin, Jan. 24.— The minister for 
foreign ad'aird, Baron von Bulow, made 
a solemn statement to-day before the 
budget committe of the reichstag in re- 
gard to the Dreyfus affair. He declared 
most emphatically that there never I ad 
been relations of any kind between Ger- 
man representatives or agents and Drey- 
fus. Continuing, the minister said that 
the ttory of the waste paper bafket inci- 
lent at the German embassy in Paris 
and the finding therein of compromising 
docuuients affecting Dreyfus, waa a sheer 
invention. He added that the Dreyfus 
affair had not affected in the slightest 
the calm relations between the German 
and French governments. The speaker 
knew nothing of tho visit of Drevfus to 
the Reicbland, and still less of "the al- 
leged facilities given Dreyfus by German 
ofiiciala during his alleged visit. 

Baron Von Bulow prefaced his declar- 
ation by saying he could only speak 
with extreme causion aB otherwise his 
words might be represented as i.n inter- 
ference in French affairs, and he thought 
there was more reason for enjoining re-

Washington, Jan. 24.— Acting Seirj- 
tary Spaulding to-day decided in a case 
presented by the Canadian Pacific Navi- 
gation Co., that the transportation of 
American freight from Seattle or other 
American ports consigned for Alaska, 
via Victoria, Vancouver or Nanaitnoaml 
at those ports transferred to British ves- 
sels, is a violation of American coasting 
laws, and subjects the merchandise to 
forfeiture. General Spaulding to-day 
said: 

"This measure is one of several in 
course of preparation by the treasury 
which seems to be called for by recent 
events and new conditions to protect and 
develop American interests in tfce Pacific 
and AlaBka. 

" The act of 1893, under which this 
riling is made, is as follows : ' No mer- 
chandise shall be transported under 
penalty of forfeiture thereof from one 
point of the United States to another 
pDrt of the United States in a vessel be- 
longing wholly or in part to a subject of 
any foreign power.' 



THE EAST SNOWBOUND. 

Montreal Streets Almost Impassable and 
All Trains Delayed. 

Montreal, Jan. 24.— (Special)— Oneof 
the biggest snowstorms witnessed in 
Montreal for years commenced yester- 
day and continued all day, and to-day 
the streets are almost impassable owing 
to the heavy snowfall. The storm de- 
moralized street car traffic, and incoming 
railway trainB are late. 

KIA0CHOU AN OPEN PORT. 

Germany to Respect the British Contention 
lor Equal Trading Privileges 
There. 

London, Jan. 24,— The Times says 
editorially this morning: " We are glad 
to learn from various trustworthy and 
mutually independent sources that the 
rumors of Germany's intention to open 
Kiaochou to the world's commerce are 
well founded.

The City's Popularity as au Out- 
iittiug Point is Spreading to 
the United StateB. 



Two Large Califomiau Parties Out- 
ilt Here— Statement Prom .1. H 
Collins, of Los Angeles. 

Evidence ie daily accumulating which 
goes to show that prospective miners 
from aeroaa the border, are looking with 
more and more favor towards Victoria 
as an outfitting point for the Northern 
gold fields. Many parties from the 
States have come hero to buy their eup 
plies during the week, and all express 
eatiafaetion with the treatment received 
at the hands of the merchants here, and 
as regards their purchases they voice 
the opinion that American cities could 
not attempt to compete with Victoria in 
most lines of goods used in the North. 

If anything was wanted to confirm the 
opinions already expressed by Ameri- 
cans regarding Victoria's advantages as 
an outfitting point, it can be foand in 
the interview accorded the Colonist by 
Mr. J. H. Collins, of Los Angeles, who ia 
here in the interests of a party of ten 
miners from that city. 

Mr. CollinB, with several of his party 
is staying at the Wilson houae. Before 
iming- ;here he looked into the 
priceB of outfits at San Francisco and 
Tacoma, and tie says moat emphatically 
that he is saving hundreds of dollars by 
purchasing hiB supplies here. The party 
is composed of ten practical men, and 
each will take in about eight months' 
supplies. In the party are two black- 
smiths, two carpenters, one a ship and 
the other a houee carpenter, a jeweller, 
and the remainder machinists. They 



also at the Wilson. They arrived yes- 
terday to outfit und will take north with 
them about two years' supplies. The 
party will also go in by the Stickine 
route and will prospect the country they 
travorse until they reach the Yukon dis- 
trict. 

Mr. M. W. Ellaton, one of the party, 
stated last night that he could buy many 
lines they needed here cheaper than in 
San Francisco, and that the claBS of goods 
offered hero was more suitable to the re- 
quirements of tho northern country. The 
matter of the 30 per cent, duty, ho said, 
web not very clearly understood by many 
prospective miners in the Golden State, 
and heia convinced that if the true state 
of affairs in this respect was thoroughly 
advertised, Victoria would not be abte to 
hold the people who would flock here to 
outfit this Bpring. Like Mr. Collins, of 
Los Angclep, Mr. Ellaton was not long 
in ascertaining that in the matter of dry 
goo.lB lie can save considerable money 
by purchasing in this city, leaving the 
duty entirely out of the question. He 
saya he received a circular from a Seattle 
firm some time ago announcing that 
they would pay the freight to Alaska on 
all poodB purchased from them. 

"But," said Mr. Ellston with a smile, 
" the prices quoted in the circular were 
simply out of eight. They wore exorbit- 
ant, in fact, and tho freight proposition, 
it seems to me, is merely a blind. 
However, we gave Seattle the go by for 
your city, and since we have ascertained 
how thing are we are glad we came." 

Mr. Ellaton says that naturally they 
would purchase in au American city if 
they could do so advantageously, but 
Unit they were American enough to out- 
lit where^they could do so to ,Le b -st ad- 
vantage. The part will go North shortly. 

On board the Tees last night were 
i Messrs. Shirley Bros., of Seattle, who 
are bound for the Yukon country with 
supplies sufficient to keep the wolf from 
the door for nearly two yearB. These 
gentlemen, although they are thorough 
going Americans in every sense of the 
word, came direct from Seattle to outfit 
here, and they have nothing but good 
words to say of Victoria as an outfitting 



their supplies here and claim that even 
leaving the duty of 30 per 
cent. out of the question, 
they Baved considerable money 
by doing so. Their attention was, they 
say, directed to Victoria as an outfitting 
point by several articles in the Colonist, 
in which the views of American miners 
who have recently outfitted here were 
expressed. In almost every line, Shir 
ley Bros, say, Victoria prices are lower 
than Seattle's, and in dry goods par 
ticularly the latter city cannot attempt 
to compete with Victoria. They will go 
in by tiie Stickine route. 

Thomas Fitzgerald and C. B. R 
Schnider, ol Skagit, W T aBh., who went 
North by the Tees last night, and will 
engage in the freighting business at 
Skagway, had some interesting news to 
relate regarding the tactics used by 
Seattle to catch the outfitting trade 
Both men are taking up teaniB of horseB 
and thev intended starting out from Vic 
toria. However they were told in Seat 
tie that in the future a duty would be 
charged on all noodB or chattels pur 
chased in the States and sent up by any 
Canadian line, when they reached 
American territory in the North. They 
wished to make sure about the matter 
before arranging for transportation, and 
immediately interviewed a customs 
officer. That official would not deny the 
report, but Fitzgerald and Schnider, 
learning that the whole story was a fake, 
came over hero with their horBea, taking 
the precaution, however, to have them 
go through in bond. Thev think that in 
the matter of outfitting Victoria prices 
are lower than those ruling in Seattle, 
and thov will nnW most of their sup- 
plies here in future.

drained by the Hootalhiqua. Speaking 
on the matter of outfitting, .Mr. Collins 
said to the Colonist representative: 

" If Victoria is properly advertised, 
hundreds of people will come here from 
Lower California to outfit. From Los 
Angeles alone 500 people will start for 
the Yukon country this spring, and I 
am convinced that if they were told the 
truth about Victoria the majority would 
come here to outfit. The fact is that 
our merchants in California do not un- 
derstand the outfitting trade or the re- 
quirements of miners, and, moreover, 
the' have not the right kind of goods. 

'• Before deciding to outfit in your city 
I carefully investigated prices in Los 
Angeles, San Franeieco and Tacoma. 
The first named city is out of the ques- 
tion, 'i-risco was not much better, while 
Ta:oma, although it made a big bid for 
my trade and the merchants cut their 
prices almost in two in some instances, 
could not, I found, compete with Vic- 
toria. In the last mentioned place I 
spent last Saturday looking into the 
matter of outfits. I had previously ob- 
tained a price list from a Victoria mer- 
chant, and to tho many merchants who 
fairly besieged mo at my hotel 
I said, ' show me that you can beat these 
figures and I will give you my order, aB 
I would prefer leaving my money with 
an American firm.' 

" Some of them tried to convince me 
that Victoria merchants purchased three 
quarters of their miners supplies in the 
States, but they could not explain how 
it was that mostly every line here was 
cheaper. Now, as an illustration, they 
asked me about 20 percent, morefor wool- 
len goods, blankets, etc., and I found that 
they wanted from 50 cents to $1.50 more 
for mackinaw suits than the merchants 
here. In provisions, also, with the ex- 
ception of certain kinds of evaporated 
fruitB, I also found I could buy etieiper 
here, and in addition save the duty of 
30 per cent. 

" Our people in the South who intend 
going North, are lamentably ignorani 
regarding this duty. Seattle merchant 
have been busy circulating advertising 
matter in California, which would lead 
one to b ilieve that this duty will cut no 
fi :ure. It wae only when I came North 
that I learned the truth about the mat- 
ter, and when I found that in addition 
to this I could get goods cheaper and 
better in Victoria than in any American 
city I have been in, I was not long 
in deciding. The goods Bold here 
seem to bo superior in many 
respects. to those offered in the States. 
Why, they showed me some ' woollen 
goods ' which contained very little wool 
in them, and asked me a considerably 
higher price than what the real article 
is sold for here. 

" We will leave probably several thou- 
sand dollars with your merchants, and 1 
can safely predict that our example will 
be followed by many others from the 
L is Angeles district. I kn ? ,v of at least 
two largo parties who will Vine -here to 
outfit in tho course of a week or so." 

The party Mr. Collins represents will 
take with them hydraulic machinery to 
work the creeks along the Stickine route 
if they find favorable proapecte. Each 
man will take in from 800 to 900 pounds 
of an outfit, exclusive of tents, etc. 

Mr. Collins says that tho people in 
California are all talking Klondike and 
that railway men by the score have left 
the railway service to go to the gold 
fields. He believes like many others 
that the Stickine route will prove the 
Leaf, particularly as the rush to Dyea 
and Skagway will result in much delay 
to parties with large outfits. 

Mr. Collins is a level-headed Ameri- 
can business man, and his statements re 
outfitting in this city will carry weight 
with many people in Los Angelea.

OPEIIATIO.NS U>' 'CHANGE. 

Prices Drop on Rumor of a Bellicose Naval 
Mission— Drop in Pacific Lines. 

New York, Jan. 24.— There was nothing 
especially interesting in to-day's stock mar- 
ket previous to the reception of the news 
that the U.S.S. Maine had been ordered to 
proceed to Havana. Until that time the 
market was wholly in the hands of profes- 
sional traders and transactions were on a 
small scale. Standard stocks were not 
affected. The general market remained 
persistently heavy during all this time hut 
fluctuated very narrowly, the offerings be- 
ing light as well as the demand. This state 
of all'uirs continued until after noonday, 
when there was a general improvement ill 
prices, just before the beginning of a selling 
movement induced by tho news of the 
Maine's mission. This news was re- 
garded with skepticism at lirst and the 
market held steady for a time, but upon 
the publication ol the dispatch liquidation 
promptly set in. The offerings were not 
on a tremendously heavy scale but the de- 
mand was light and prices tell fast. 
Specialties which hud been marked up in 
the morning and some railway stocks 
which have shown the greatest strength 
recently suffered tho heaviest loss on a 
rush to take profits. The Northern Pacilic 
and I'nion Pacific were conspicuous suffer- 
ers in this respect. The attitude of the 
authorities in Washington in attaching 
as little >iignil : ,car.ce as possible to the pro- 
posed movement of the Maine had little 
effect in allaying the bearish tendency in 
the market.

with frames of wood and with walls and roof 
covered with l orrugated iron may, subject to 
tho approval of the Building Iusnectonur the 
time being, be erected: Provided "that no such 
factory or warehouse shall bo erected within (0 
leet ol tho street lino on Btorc cr Wharf stite!s. 

ThlB By-Law may bo cited as the " Buildings 
Amendment By-Law, 1898."

CLOSE THE PASSES. 



At a large and representative meeting 
of Victoria business men held yesterday 
in the Board of Trade rooms, which was 
also attended by representatives of the 
Vancouver Board of Trade, the following 
telegram was ordered to be sent to the 
Hon. Clifford Sifton in the name of the 
boards of both cities : 

" Referring to your telegrams of the 
third and twentieth instant to the Vic- 
toria Board of Trade and of the sixteenth 
and twenty-first to the Vancouver 
Board, the interests of Canadian trade 
demand the closing of the Passes at the 
' head of Lynn Canal until satisfactory 
regulations are actually in the officers' 
hands at Dyea and Skagway." 

The reason for sending this message iB 
the apparent unwillingness of the United 
States to keep faith with the Canadian 
government in the matter of the regula- 
tions. It appears that although an 
agreement was reached at Washington 
between Hon. Mr. Sifton and the Secre 
tary of the United States treasury under 
which no restrictions were to be placed 
iu the way of the free transit of Canadian 
goods across the so-called Alaskan strip, 
much delay is taking place in putting the 
regulations in force or even ip publish 
ing what they are. This is being UBed 
by the merchants of United States cities 
very greatly to the disadvantage of Can 
adian cities, and it is ftlt that the time 
has arrived when some action should be 
taken to bring things to a head. The 
Colonist said some days ago that it was 
time for the business men of British 
Columbia to speak and insist upon their 
rights, and we are glad to know that 
they have done so, and iu no uncertain 
way. 

We express the sentiments of every 
person in business in British Columbia 
when we say that rather than see Can- 
ada treated any longer as she is being 
treated in this matter, we would be 
pleased to see the whole Yukon country 
closed. The loss attending the closing 
of the passes may be considerable, if 
they remain closed long; but our busi- 
ness people are prepared to put up with 
this rather than see themselves imposed 
upon and their country made to appear 
ridiculous by the line of action now be- 
ing followed by the United States gov- 
ernment. 

There is no disposition to. find fault 
with Mr. Sifton. He has evidently acted 
on the presumption that he was dealing 
with people possessed of some sense of 
what is due from one nation to another; 
but he seems to have been mistaken. 
He went to Washington and entered into 
an agreement in perfectly good faith. 
He returned to Ottawa and the Canadian 
part of the arrangement was at once put 
into effect. The part to bo performed 
by the United States government bangs 
lire and no one can tell when it will be 
acted upon. The Secretary of the United 
States Treasury telegraphed some days 
ago to the government at Ottawa that 
the regulations would be put in force as 
soon as the Collector for Alaska arrived 
at Washington, which would be in the 
course of two or three days. At the time 
that telegram was sent the collector was 
at Juneau, and there was not the least 
probability of his getting to Washington 
within several weeks. He has not even 
yet left Juneau. This may ho in accord- 
ance with national honor, but it is more 
like the trick ot a political sharper. Mr. 
Sifton, or rather the Ottawa government, 
must act in the premises as becomes men 
who have to deal with people of that 
cIhpb, and give notice that unless good, 
faith ia kept tit once the Passes will be 
c-losed. 



The question has been asked if the 
Canadian government can in point of 
fact close. the Passes; that is, if the 
geographical conditions of the country 
will permit it. The answer is that the- 
Passes can be closed by removing the 
custom house to some other point and 
placing preventive officers on the river 
to stiice all goods entering the Yukon by 
that route. If an order is made to this 
effect, the merchants of the United 
States cities will beg their government 
to remove all obnoxious regulations 
instantly. 

We Bhould bo sorry, in one sense, to 
aee such a course taken, because we 
would prefer to see nothing done that 
would create bard feelings between the 
people of the two countries; but the 
time haB passed when such matters can 
be considered. The Yukon gold fields 
are in Canada, and Canada must protect 
the trade of her citizens. If uot we may 
as well surrender our sovereign rights to 
the country. We permit alienB to carry 
away the gold. If we are going to allow 
an alien government to hamper our 
trade, we may as well not own the coun- 
try at all. 

NO ONti'S MOUTH CLOSED. 



We print a letter this morning from 
Hon. D. VV. Higgins, which ia almost as 
remarkable for its extraordinary tone as 
for its authorship. We think, and be- 
lieve the great majority of people will 
agree with us, that the intervention of 
the Speaker of the House in a discussion 
of this nature is unique. We think that 
the tone which he has chosen to adopt is 
singularly unhappy, and his conception 
of parliamentary law utterly without 
warrant. 

His intervention in the discussion is 
unique, because while occupying a judi- 
cial position in regard to the rules of the 
house, he has taken the unprecedented 
course of deciding a case before it has 
arisen, and has placed himself in a 
poaition that unfits him to impartially 
listen to and decide upon the arguments 
that may be presented for his consider 
ation. The only explanation of this 
very remarkable performance that sug- 
gests itself is that Mr. Higi?ins does not 
contemplate holding his office any longer 
than is necessary to formally open the 
legislature. He surely does not propose 
to sit in the Speaker's chair and go 
through the farce of pronouncing upon 
the meaning of a rule, which he has 
already attempted to interpret in the 
public newspapers and as a partizan. 

AVe think the tone of his letter is 
singularly unhappy. The references of 
the Colonist to Hon. Mr. Higgins have 
always been respectful, even when we 
have felt that he had placed himself in a 
position that justified different treat- 
ment. He haB seen fit to reciprocate 
with a cheap attempt at sarcasm, more 
worthy of a callow youth than of the 
" father of provincial journalism," and 
with what we must characterize as a de- 
liberate perversion of the Colonist's 
language. We say the perversion is 
deliberate," because Mr. Higgins is too 
familiar with the meaning of words 
not to know that he has perverted what 
this paper said. For example, in the 
second paragraph of his letter he Bajs 
that the Colonist advanced the proro- 
aition " that even if the Speaker should 
rule that a case which is sub judice may 
not be discussed in the legislature his 
decision should be .overruled." l!r 
Higgins must have known thatin writing 
this he had no warrant in anything that 
appeared in the Colonist. The odIj- 
portion of the Colonist's article which 
referred to the overruling by the house 
of Mr. Speaker's decision is the follow 
ing: 

Undoubtedly the legislature may by 
its own rules debar itaoli from discuss- 
ing anything, but the right of any mem- 
ber to bring before the house any 
subject which he may consider of 
public interest cannot bo taken away by 
implication, There mnst be some special 
rule exactly meeting the case. If a 
question ariEcs under any rule framed in 
that behalf, the house has itself the 
right to say how the rule shall be inter- 
preted, and from that decision there is 
co appeal. Therefore, even if it be true 
me been alleged, that Mr. Speaker 
will hold that the matters dealt with in 
be libels cannot be properly discussed 
by the house under its rules of oriier, it 
ia quite eompbtont for the house to over- 
rule his decision and take the case up. 

We shall not discuss the broad ques- 
tion as to whether the houso can bo de- 
barred from discussing anything that it 
Bees lit to take up. This does not arise, 
and it will be time enough to discuss it 
when it does. What we wiah to point 
out is that the Colonist raised no ques- 
tion as to the right of the house to over- 
rule Mr. Speaker and take up the dis- 
cussion of a case sub judice. What wo 
do s*ay ia that the fact that a Buit has 
been brought in a court, in which the 
guilt or innocence of certain parties of an 
alleged libol ia involved, does not debar 
the house from considering the pro- 
priety of Hon. Messrs. Turner and 
Pooley acting on a board of directors. 
This is not sub judice. It cannot be sub 
judice, No court has the right to pro- 
nounce upon it. It has not been sug- 
gested by the Colonist- that the house 
should take up the discussion of the 
guilt or innocence of the defendants. 
We have simply maintained, and shall 
continue to maintain, that the existence 
of the libel proceedings is no bar to a 
question asked on notice in the regular 
way or tu a resolution condemning 
the action of ministers of the Crown in 
acting on boards of directors. Ministors 
of the Crown cannot prevent their acts 
from'jeirifa' ventilated on the floors of the 
houso by instituting libel proceedings. 



Nor did the Colonist say that the rule 
under consideration was nonsensical. It 
simply said that any rule that would 
permit ministers to do such a thing 
would be nonsensical. 

Referring now to the quotations from 
May which Mr. Speaker gives in hie 
letter, wo have only to say that they are 
wide of the mark altogether. They are 
three in number, and all refer to " mat- 
tors under adjudication." But the fact 
of Messrs. Turner and Pooley beiDg 
directora is not under adjudication. 
There is no question on that point. The 
propriety of their being directors is not 
under adjudication, and cannot be. 
The only question under adjudi- 
cation is whether certain news- 
papers used libellous language in 
referring to that fact. We do not 
believe Mr. Higgins to be as dense as he 
would have people think ho is when he 
pretends not to be able to see the dis- 
tinction. If what Mr, Higgins contends 
ib the law of parliament, then all that a 
minister of the crown has to do is to be- 
gin a suit in the police court, involving 
proof that supply was voted last year, in 
order to shut offall discussion of the man- 
ner in which the government had admin- 
istered the provincial finances. There is 
likely to be a warm discussion in parlia- 
ment at Ottawa over the Drummond 
county railway. Why haB it not occurred 
to the Minister of Railways to bring 
some sort of a suit and thus close the 
mouth of parliament? Mr. Speaker 
Higgins is simply making himself and 
the house over which he presides ridicul- 
ous when he professes to believe the 
rule ia as he states it. 

It is not the rule of the Colonist to 
impute motives to others and it will not 
do so now ; but this it will say, that the 
hope of the opposition undoubtedly was 
that the government and itB friends 
would take exactly the course which 
Mr. Higgins has taken. They believed 
they would have a fine card to go to the 
country with; that they would 
bo able to say to the public 
that the libel Buits were insli 
tuted for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the discussion of the action 
of Messrs. Turner and Pooley. They 
have been saying this already. To their 
great surprise they find the Colonist 
foremoBt in contending for the right of 
the legislature to discuss the whole thing 
from beginning to end in the Bamo man- 
ner as if the suits had never been 
brought. This was just what they did 
not expect, and apparently the ' most 
disappointed man of them all is the man 
in whom is vested the duty of preserving 
for the house the privilege of free 
discussion. So disappointed is he 
that he has taken the unprecedented 
course of deciding in advance a question 
upon which ho may have to pronounce 
aB the guardian of the privileges of the 
house. He does not know, and he can- 
not know, in what Bhape the question 
may corne up. He has, therefore, taken 
the opportunity of declaring that the 
whole subject would be out of order. We 
repeat that this is a perfectly unique 
position for a Speaker of the legislature 
to occupy, and one that will not add to 
his usefulness or reputation. 

We really think that the moat extra- 
ordinary thing put on paper in a long 
time is the statement of the Times in re- 
gard to certain articles which have ap- 
peared in the Colonist on Sundays. It 
tells its readers that " it differs in toto 
from the Colonist on its premises, de- 
ductions and conclusions upon the sub- 
ject." Two or three weeks ago the 
Times charged the Colonist with crib- 
bing the articles out of a religious ency- 
clopedia, whatever that may be. Now 
it lias concluded to withhold its assent 
from them altogether. There have been 
fifty and more of such articles pub- 
lished. The premises have involved 
the presentation of the salient his- 
torical facts in regard to the seven 
great religious systems of tho world, the 
chief of the recent discoveries in archae- 
ology, the moat striking of tho Psalma 
and some of the most noteworthy sayings 
of ChriBt and His Apostles. The deduc- 
tions and conclusions from the whole re- 
view have been that of all tho religions 
that mankind lias ever professed Chris- 
tianity is the best, and that the best ex- 
ample of Christianity is to bo found in a 
righteous life. The Times brushes all 
this aside and places upon such teach- 
ing tho matk of its disapproval. This is 
earryinir political partisanship a long 
way indeed. 

The Post-Intelligencer keeps up its 
old tricks. Its latest iH that the Colo- 
nist said editorially that the only places 
where Yukon mining licenses can be 
obtained are Victoria and Vancouver. 
What the Colonist Baid was that the 
only places on the Coast where they 
could be obtained were Victoria and 
Vancouver. This statement was per- 
fectly true when made. Now Nanaimo 
must be added. Tho Seattle paper saya 
the Colonist's statement is not true, be- 
cause licenses can be obtained at Daw- 
son City. When did Dawson City get 
out to the Coast? 



The Times charges the Colonist with 
arguing that the conduct of Hon. 
Messrs. Turner and Pooley in accepting 
lirectorships in a mining company ia 
not open for debate in the house. Mr. 
Higgins attacks it for saying that it ia 
open for debate. Would it not be well 
fur theso people to agree as to what the 
Colonist has done before making any 
further exhibition of themselves?

"DICK" STEGE IS DEAD. 

An Open-Hearted Pioneer Welt Known to 
the miners of This Province.

Steee was born in Bremen, Germany, 
in 1830, and at the age of 22 left the 
fatherland and emigrated to British Co- 
lumbia. He travelled about the coun- 
try prospecting, finally settling at Rich- 
field, Cariboo, where he started the Rich- 
field hotel, of which he was the proprie- 
tor for about a year, going then to Big 
Bend to engage in the same business at 
that place. 

A couple of years later the Leach river 
gold excitement brought him to Victoria 
district, and he started a boarding house 
on the Leach river trail. He re- 
mained here until 1807, when 
tiDon Alaska being ceded to the 
United States, he left for Sitka, 
with a number of others win were leav- 
ing for that little city. He stayed there 
long enough to make a comfortable little 
fortune, after which he sold his hotel 
and embarked for California. 

With his savings he bought a large 
farm on the outskirts of San Francisco, 
where he was married a few yearB ago. 
He leaves an only daughter to mourn 
the loss of one of the most energetic and 
at the same time openhearted gentlemen 
it was ever the good fortune of anyone to 
know.

The steamer City of Topeka reached 
Victoria yesterday morning on the last 
trip but one that she will make from the 
Sound to Alaska, aB it iB intended that 
when the new arrangements are made 
she will be put on the Portland-Alaska 
route. Of the forty passengers aboard, 
only two were from Dawson City, 
Messrs. F. E. G. Berry and George Bar- 
rack. They had left Dawson on the 
14th of last month and consequently 
have no late news, for they travelled 
most of the way in company with pas> 
Bengers who arrived on the Seattle. Mr 
Berry is an Englishman who for some 
time paBt has been living in Saattle; be 
went to the Klondike last Bpring as re- 
presentative of the London Mercantile 
Association. He has been successful in 
picking up some properties on Bonanza 
and Eldorado creeks, and is now on his 
way to England in connection with his 
company, intending to be back again on 
his way to the Yukon before the North- 
ern ice breaks in the spring. 

Mr. Berry believes that one mail has 
by thiB time reached Dawson, as he and 
Mr. Barrack on December 2S passed Mr. 
Piche on his way in with mails, a day'B 
travel this side of Pelly, or about 210 
miles from Dawson. Then the 1,000 
pounds of mail at Major Walsh's camp 
on Little Salmon Bhould be in Dawson 
by the end of this month aB the Admin- 
istrator was only waiting for eight dog 
teams which MeasrB. Berry and Barrack 
met at Labarge. On the 13th of January 
Mr. McGregor, the mining superintend- 
ent, was met at White Horse with more 
mail for Dawson. 

While provisions will be short before 
the opening of navigation in the spring, 
Mr. Berry and Mr. Barrack agree that 
the greatest trouble will be among the 
people camped along the river both 
above and below Dawson. Mr. Berry 
states definitely that Major Walsh, exer- 
cising hiB powers as administrator, has 
issued an order that no one shall be 
allowed to pass the customs posts and 
enter the Yukon district unless possess- 
ing a year's supplies. ThiB order is to 
be rigidly enforced, and both the newly 
arrived Dawsonians say it should have 
the hearty approval of everyone who 
knows the hardships of the country. 

" People seem to imagine that when 
they reach DawBon their troubleB are 
over," said Mr. Berry, " but IcanasBure 
you they only then begin. Don't mis- 
understand me, I am not running down 
the Vukon ; for, on the contrary, I con- 
sider it a splendid country, with great 
riches in quartz mines as well as the 
placer; but the country is a very rough 
and difficult one to travel over, and one 
has to endure the greatest hardships in 
prospecting. Consequently, only those 
who are well supplied can hope to do 
well." 

Among the other passengers on the 
Topeka waa Mr. Edwin Goodall, head of 
the big San Francisco firm of Goodall, 
Perkins & Co., who are general agents 
for the Pacific CoaBt Steamship'Co. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Goodall, and 
visited Dyea and Skagway to see for 
himself the condition of affairs. Mr. 
Goodall Btated yesterday that the com- 
pany will operate a fleet of rive steamers 
from the Sound and Victoria to the 
North, and a fleet of three on the Port- 
land-Alaska route. The Sound fleet 
will consiBt of the Queen, Alki, Cottage 
City, Curacoa and Victorian ; while from 
Portland will run the Geo. W. Elder, 
Oregon and City of Topeka. After her 
next trip the Topeka will change to the 
Portland run, and the Corona go back 
to her former route between San Fran- 
ciBco and San Diego. Captain Wallace, 
of the Topeka, will take command of tho 
Queen. 

Oscar Meyer, president of the Dyea- 
Klondike Transportation Co., was on the 
Topeka on hia way back to Portland 
after having inspected the work the com- 
pany is doing at Dyea and their tram- 
way. The wharf is now ready and 
should nothing occur tho portion of the 
aerial tramway over tho summit will be 
in operation early next month. 

On January 33, according to the Alaska 
Miner, a man, named Lopz started with 
a team of dogs over the summit of the 
White Pass. Here a blizzard struck him 
and he became too exhausted to pro- 
ceed. Here he was found by some men 
who built him a biiow house and started 
out for help.

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COUNCIL GET TO WOHK. 



A Grist of Business Polished off 
by the New Board of 
Aldermen. 



Recommendation to Make Provision 
for More Police Laid on 
• the Table. 



The new city council got down to 
work last night and got through a good 
deal of busineeB, a great many resolu- 
tions, of which notice had been given, 
being dispcBed of. 

There was a little dhcuEsion on a 
communication from the police commis- 
sioners recommending that provision be 
made in the estimatea for Bix additional 
constables, should they bo needed. This 
report also favored raising tho pay of 
detectives Perdue and Palmer to $70 a 
month. 

Aid. Humphrey, while willing to have 
specials engaged if necessary, was 
averse to increasing the permanent 
force, anil Aid. Humber believed that it 
would be time enough to get more con- 
stables when the hard cases came here 
from other places. 

Aid. MoCandless thought the report 
Should have the endoroaiion of the whole 
board, for one of the first things to do 
was to look well after the pafety of the 
city. He was perfectly willing to leave 
the matter to the discretion of the com- 
missioners. 

Aid. Williams remarked that the 
mayor already had power to swear in 
specials in an emergency, and under 
those circumstances he moved that the 
report lie on the table until there aroBe 
a necessity for appointing more police- 
men. 

The Mayor explained that while the 
commissioners had full power to put on 
all the men they needed, they had brought 
in the recommendation so that the com 
missionerp aud council might act in bar 
mony, for the commissioners had felt 
sure that they would have the support 
of the aldermen. 

Aid. McCaudless and Hall, in amend- 
ment to Aid. Williams' motion, wanted 
the report adopted, but the amendment 
was lost and the report was tabled. 

A request from Rev. A. B. Winchester 
on behalf of the Children's Aid Society, 
asking for the use of a couple of unused 
rooms in the market building in connec 
tion with their work among the waifs, 
was left in the Mayor's hands. 

The usual allowance of five cents a 
foot was allowed for the permanent side 
walk round the new post office and for 
the sidewalk infrontofthenew Colonist 
building, and George Noot's request for 
a sidewalk on the south tide of Pem 
broke street was referred to the street 
committee to report, aa was also Mr. S 
Jones' requeBt for a crossing oppooite the 
Dominion hotel. 

L. Goodacre wanted his verandah ex- 
empted from the by-law requiring ve- 
randahs in the fire limits to be removed, 
but his letter waB filed. 

W. P. Winsby's request for an increase 
in his percentage for collecting revenue 
and dog tax was laid on the table. 

There were four tenders for printing 
the annual reports: T. R. Cusack, $1.10 
per pnge; H. P. McDowell, .f ] .20 per 
page; Province Publishing Co., $1.90 per 
page; and Greenwoed, Smith & Ran- 
dolph, $1.50 per page. The contract wi 
b^ awarded to T/R. CuBack, provided he 
puis up a ;fJ5 deposit to have his con 
tract completed on time. 

In the finance committee's report Aid 
Williams opposed the pasBing of items 
aggregating $5,000 for law coats and 
security in the bridge suits because 
though he had no reason to doubt the 
amount was correct, there should be he 
maintained a certificate attached from 
the court registrar. 

The report, however, waa carried as it 
stood. 

In their first report the streets com 
mitteo reported adversely to allowing 
Mr. Mai pas' claim for $10 for medical 
services in regard to an alleged acci- 
dent by reason of a defective side- 
walk. The report Favored a eix foot 
new sidewalk on Pembcrton street at a 
uoat ol $342; the purchase of a gravel 
roller at a cost of $H5; the purchase of a 
cart horse, the laying of a sidewalk on 
Fort street, between Vancouver ami 
Cook streets, and two wooden block 
crossings on Government street, at the 
corner of Yates, to cost $150. This was 
adopted. 

Next came a batch of resolutions, some 
of a formal character that went through 
without discussion, and others which 
showed a decided divergence of views 
among tho aldermen. 

On motion of Aid. Kinsman the asses- 
sor waa instructed to begin the assess- 
ment roll at onco and complete it by 
May 5; and Aid. McCandlesB' motion to 
provido for the payment of civic salaries 
till the estimates pasBed was carried. 

Aid. Humphrey, seconded by Aid. 
McCandleea, asked for an estimate for a 
pile bridire across Rock bay between 
Bay street and Work street. 

Tho mover did not want any more 
money wasted on Rock Bay bridge, and 
Aid. McCandlcas aud Humber spoke 
favoring tho motion. 

Aid. Williams suggested that an esti 
mate of the same work was made a 
couple of years ago and might be UEed. 

The motion waa carried. 

Aid. Humphrey, though ho admitted 
it might be a year beforeany work might, 
lie undertaken, wished to ask the Domin 
ion government to allow a permanent 
roadway to replace James Bay bridge. 

Aid. Phillips thought the city should 
wait tirat to see whether the Dominion 
would insist on a permanent bridge re- 
placing the pile structure at Point KUiee. 

Aid. Williams eupported Aid. Hum- 
phrey, and hoped tho motion might lead 
to a permanent roadway across James 
Buv at a much leas coat than the former 
plana provided for. 

Aid. Hall, too, favored the motion, but 
Aid. Humber believed that the ratepay- 
ers would vote down any by-law to raise 
money for a permanent way. 

Tho motion carried. 

Aid. Williama met with genoral op- 
position when he moved that th'e Dom- 
inion government ho notified to asaumo 
the coat of the leper etation or else that the 
city do away with the station altogether, 
lie quoted the example of New York, 
where the station waa done away with, 
and of San Francisco, where lopera ran 
at large. He took tho Dominion govern- 
.ment to task for refusing to bear a por- 



tion of the expense of the Darcey iBland 
lazaretto. 

The majority of tho aldermen, while 
quite in favor of urging on the Dominion 
ttie necessity of bearing at leant a por- 
tion of the expense of the lazar- 
etto, wore averse to threatening to 
turn the lepera loose aud the motion was 
lost, Aid. Williams, Humber and. Kins- 
man voting for it and Aid. McCandleBB, 
Hall, Humphrey, Phillips and Mc- 
Gregor and the Mayor voting against it. 

Aid. Williams, Beconded by Aid. Mc- 
Gregor, moved that a special committee 
be appointed to investigate the state- 
ment made by the former city carpenter 
Cox in Ida evidence in the bridge suits 
in regard to his boring holes in the tim- 
bers. 

The mover explained that there were 
witnesBea for the city ready to contra- 
dict Mr. Cox at the trial, "but through 
some mismanagement they had not been 
called. 

Aid. Phillips could not see the good of 
this, especially as tho city'H legal adviser 
had not recommended tho motion. 

Aid. McCaudlesa remarked that it was 
very true what Aid. Williams had said 
about there having been city witnesses 
present at tho trial who were not called 
upon to testify, but it was not the fault 
ot the city's legal advisers that they did 
not. Pie failed, however, to see what 
good tho investigation would do. 

Aid. Humphrey spoko against tho 
motion. 

Aid. Williams said it was sheer mis- 
management that tho wituessea were not 
called. 

The Mayor took exception to this and 
said he must ask Aid. Williams not to 
Bay that the city's legal advisers had 
mismanaged the matter. 

The resolution was lost, Aid. Williams 
alone voting for it. 

The annual loan bylaw pasaed through 
its various stages and the council ttieu 
adjourned.

The Willapa'B passenger 
license limits her to the handling ol an 
evou hundred, and by tho time 
she gets away from Nanaimo 
that limit will have been reached. 
At tho last named place thirty gold 
Beckers will embark, while at Vancou- 
ver the contingent taken on will include 
a party of Northwest Mounted Police- 
men, who will take with them a number 
of horses. Provision has been made bo- 
trveen the steamer's decks for the stal- 
ling of L'8 horses, and there is accommo- 
dation for a large number of doga 
and a great amount of merchan- 
dise and minerB' outfits. On 
tho forward deck waa piled for Dyea and 
Skagway ^50 bales of hay, freight owing 
to its bulky nature the steamers have no 
particular deairo to receive. 

On the Teee, which lay immediately 
astern of the Willapa, at Turner, Beeton 
&. Co. 'a wharvee, a similar Bcene 
waa presented, only that that 
veseel had not aa much hay 
to pack away. Her load coneiated 
chiefly of 00,000 feetof lumber to be used 
for building purposes at Skagway and 
Dyea; '25 head'of horses and IS dogs be- 
ing brought north by different mining 
parties, and a vast amount of miscel- 
laneous cargo. Aa if to enliven matters 
around the eteamers the firemen of eat h 
early in the day went on strike 
for higher wages. They were re- 
ceiving :f-IO a month, but in 
the hurry and confusion of the day they 
asked for more and got it, their monthly 
stipends being raised to ,*5U. Encour- 
aged by this, the deck hands, who have 
bsen earning s?35 a month, made a 
similar demand and would not sign 
papers for the voyage until their wages 
were increased' $5 a month. In the 
meantime 'longshoremen were secured 
in their places, and for the greater 
part of the day they stood idly around on 
the wharf feeling assured that their de- 
mands would be granted owing to the 
apparent shortage of labor. Rather 
th*an delay the Bailing of the steamers 
the men were euarnbteed the wages 
asked, and returned to work quite satis- 
fied.

cer is going to Lake Bonnott to establish 
a police Btation at that point.

AD CAT^CUMBAS.

RenFttth thu LBiii'fitiiH »( that ar»»at city 
■' which Btttetti oil Kevin til !•»,'' a ci'y 
which tit onu time was the Heat 61 the 
most extravagant and wanton luxury, 
and the scene of alriiojt tha Bevereat aiid 
most terrible pereecutiona evor enacted 
on thia earth — Rome, once the capital o[ 
the nations, and tho mistress of tho 
world — lies a vast necropolis, six hun- 
dred acres in extent, honeycombed with 
dark dreary labyrinths and confused dis- 
mal ramifications perhaps hundreds of 
miles in length (ono estimate, which 
mtiHt, however, be vn'y gieatly exagger- 
ated, places the aggregate length of these 
passages at more than live hundred 
tniliBS), placed tier upon tier, corridor 
upon corridor, a veritable maze which it 
would be impossible to map out, and 
which no one man has ever explored. 

The travellerupon entering these cats 
combs (formerly termed "adcatacum- 
bas ") is confronted immediately with a 
vast pile ol skulls and bones, comprising 
all that remains of over two thousand 
victims of a devastating plague which 
occurred in tho sixteenth century, which 
in the semi-darkneBB present a weird and 
ghastly Bf ectacle, and even now a noi 
someedor appears to emanate from the 
baneful masB. Proceeding down the nar- 
row passages the darkness now rapidly 
becomes iu tense; now and again, how- 
ever, an aj erture for air (in the upper 
galleries) somewhat Boftening the horror 
of this chamel house of centuries. On 
each side cf the galleries we seo exca- 
vated hollows one above another, in 
which repose the remains of vast 
multitudes of dead. Roman pa- 
gans, in some caaeE, on one side, 
Christian martyrs on the othor, the 
former bearing inacriptiona indicating 
anger lit Iho removal by death of wife or 
hiiBband, such bb "I, Procope, lift up 
my hands againBt the gods who snatched 
me away innocent. She lived twenty 
years. Proclus set this up," or, " Oh 
icltiitlers fortune who delightest in 
cruel death, wby is Maximus so sud- 
denly snatched from me?" The Christian 
tiau inscriptions bearan altogether differ- 
ent character, and breathe an all-pervad- 
ing spirit of resignation, rest, and above 
all, of peate: " Valeria sleeps in peace," 
" Petronia, a deacon's wife, the type of 
modesty. In this place I lay my bones; 
apare your tears, dear husband and 
daughterp, and believe that it is forbid- 
den lo weep 'or one who lives in God. 
Buried in peace on the third before the 
nones of October in the consulate ol 
Festus." '"Laurence to his sweetest 
eon Sever us. Borne away by angela on 
the seventh before the ides of January." 
" Geinel'a sleeps in peace." " Con- 
stantia. buried in peace on the Lord's 
Day, tl e Bixth before the kalends of 
July in the fifth consulate of IlonoriuB 
Augustus. In peace." " Requiescit in 
peace, lie restB in peace," (not " requi- 
eBcat in pace," the modern formula, as 
prayers for the dead were unknown in 
those early days of Christianity). The 
whole moial atmospheie of this great 
resting plate of the early Christian con- 
ver s end martyrB is redolent with the 
one idea of Pence. The work Pax, or 
" In Pace," abounds at every turn; for 
theie eainted martyrB appeared to en- 
tertain not the faintest shadow of a 
doubt as lo the certainty of their im- 
mediate deliverance from trouble and 
from puin, and their sure entry into a 
heavenly iest. 

As tbe traveller continues to threat) 
theee daik and sinuous passages, he 
passes occasionally the entrance to a 
dark excavated cavern. Heie, during 
the terrible persecutions, were held the 
religious services of those devoted early 
Christians ; here on the Lord's Day these 
faithful fcllowerB of a crucified Master 
secretly ateembled after the sbadts of 
darkness had fallen, to worship Him 
whom they loved ond adored, and lor 
whom they were willing, if need be, to 
aull'er and to die. And here too, some- 
times, the Rf-man pnldipjy, craftily 
tracking them down, fell upon them in 
their heathen rage, and put men, wo- 
men and children to the sword, 
then by ar'ding their honored names 
to the long roll of the noble 
army cf martyrs who now. wear the 
goldm crown, and bsnr the palm of 
victr ry, reaping a glorijus reward for all 
their pain and Buffering.

MY MOUTH CLOSED. 



A Speaker's Ruliner on the EHect of 
Prosecution Courted by Minis- 
ters' Assailants. 



When a Police Court Charge Has 
Been Made the- Legislators 
Must Keep Silence! 



To the Editor :— Your article of 
Sunday, headed "No One's Mouth 
CloEed," was written under a complete 
misapprehension (for I cannot bring my- 
self to believe that you would be Rmlty 
of a wilful perversion) of facta, and 1 
deem it my duty to crave Bpace in your 
columna to preaent the other side of the 
question to your'readera. At the begin- 
ning I muBt express my deep regret that 
you failed to inform yourself as to the 
right of the legialature and the press to 
comment upon a case that forniB the 
subject of judicial action, before writing 
your misleading and mischievous 
article; misleading, because calculated 
to convey to unthinking persons an er- 
roneous "idea of their rightB; miachiev- 
oub, because likely to give rise to a con- 
troversy calculated to prejudice the 
public mind for or against the accuBed 
in the libel actions, and render a ver- 
dict by a jury improbable. 

You admit that you "have not the 
rule (governing the case) at hand," and 
you then denounce the rule, if any auch 
exists, as " rank nonsense," and inti- 
mate that even if the Bpeakerahouldrule 
that a caBe which is sub judice may not 
be discussed in the legislature, his decis- 
ion should be overruled. What a pity 
you had not the rule at hand, or that 
you did not wait until you had consulted 
a copy of "May" beiore indulging in 
mock heroics and threatening a political 
upheaval if an attempt were made to 
close any one's mouth. 

Ia it possible that tho Coloniht library 
is ao incomplete that it does not contain 
a copy of "May "? or that the legisla- 
tive library or the neareBt solicitor's of- 
iice was not accessible to supply the in- 
formation of which, I must be pardoned 
if I Bay, you stand sadly in need. You 
are a writer of too wide experience to be 
reminded that it is not Mr. Speaker who 
makes the ruleB. His duty ia to enforce 
them, strictly and impartially; and so 
far from the rule which prevents debate 
on matters that are before a court being 
"nonsensical." (bb you say), I deem it a 
mo9t salutary regulation — fair alike to 
both accuser and accused. Without fur- 
ther preface I shall refer you to May's 
Parliamentary Practice, tenth edition. 

On page 2G4 it iB Baid that " a matter 
whilst under adjudication by a court of 
law should not be brought before the 
house as a motion or otherwise." 

On page 308: "A member while 
speaking to a question may not refer to 
matters pending a judicial decision." 

On page 31(5: "Matters awaiting the 
adjudication of a court of law should not 
be brought forward in debate. This 
rule was observed by Sir R. Peel and 
Lord J. RusboU, both by the wording of 
the speech from the throne and by their 
precedure in the house regarding Mr. 
O'Connell's case, and has been main- 
tained by rulings from the chair." 

These extract may not convince you of 
the error into which you have yourself 
fallen and into which you have dragged 
your readers ; but they aeem very con- 
clusive to my mind. It is no use telling 
me what in your opinion ought to be. 
You have only to deal with things as 
they are. The wild-eyed orator when 
told that his statements did not agree 
with facts replied, " So much the 
worse for the facts." When you 
are told that May dceB not comport 
with your article you will probably 
exclaim, " So much the worse for May." 
But the rule which 3011 denounce a* 
" rank nonsense " has stood the leet ol 
many years in the foremost debating 
body of the world and its wisdom has 
not to my knowledge been queuiioned — 
at least not successfully. We can all 
learn fruui British methods of projedim 
in and out of parliament. There ia no 
country on earth where a man can be aB 
certain of a fair trial before unbiased 
judges and unprejudiced jurymen as in 
England. Much of this is due 
to the respect which all classes 
entertain for tho law and the 
confidence they feel in the administra- 
tion of that law ; and much is due to the 
admirable way in which the press con- 
ducts itself while the case is awaiting 
trial or is being heard. Comment is sel- 
dom made and an indiscretion is severely 
punished as contempt of court by the 
judges. When the Tichborne matter 
was on trial transgressors of this excel- 
lent regulation were severely dealt with. 
You, Bir, when reminded by a contem- 
porary that it is wrong to comment on 
the guilt or innocence of the gentlemen 
who have been committed for trial on a 
charge of libel exclaim, ''This is not 
Russia." Xo, this is Canada, a 
dependency of the British Crown, 
where the presB is free and un- 
trammelled — free to discuss every 
question of public importance; but 
where it ia not licensed to browbeat 
judgea, aasail juries or prejudge caBes, as 
ia done acroBB the line. Take the Dur- 
rant case as a recent example of how 
things are conducted there. That dread- 
ful person was tried by the newepapers. 
Every twopenny-halfpenny publication 
had something to say for or against him, 
and it took nearly three years, and coBt 
the State of California $0)0,000 before 
he waB finally disposed of. The man [lid 
not have a fair trial. The press so 
clamored for his blood that jurors who were 
not convinced of his guilt were afraid to 
disagree. What a commentary on the 
administration of justice in the States 
were his dying words, "I have been 
hounded to death by the newspapers." 
Tho administration of juBticeon the Am- 
erican side ia denounced by tho Ameri- 
cans themselves, and bo little confidence 
ia felt in the courts that lynch law pre- 
vails in nearly every Btate. Would such 
a condition of affairB be desirable here? 
You claim and have exercised the right 
of comment on a case that has yet to be 
tried. For what purpose? To prejudice 
the minda of the jurors and render a juat 
verdict in the action impoaaiblo? If you 
have any good reason you fail to advance 
it. No; this ia not Russia, neither is it 
the United States. It is free Canada, 
where every man is presumed 1o bo in- 
nocent until he has been proved guilty, 
and where no one iB allowed, or ought to 
be allowed, in or out of parliament, on 
the public platform or through the press, 
to prejudice a caBe before it haB been 
tried.

BRITISH COLOMBIA AND KLON 
DIKE. 

Lecture by Rev. Mr. Somervilie, Formerly a 
Minister in This Province. 

(From the Falkirk Herald, 22nd Dec, 1897.) 

The above was subject of a lectuie de 
livered at Plean on Wednesday evening 
by Rev. Mr. Somervilie, who formerly 
ppent five years in that coloney. Mr 
Somervilie Btated that gold had been the 
instrument used by Providence for lead- 
ing out population from thickly-peopled 
countries to those that were untenanted. 
There were few found on their way to 
the rich lands of Australia till the cry of 
gold led out the multitudes. The same 
cry took them to California, formerly oc 
cupied by only a few Mexican Alcaldes 
and half-breeds. British Columbia was 
almost unknown till the discovery of 
gold in 1857 led settlers to its fertile val- 
leys, and, in turn, has dragged thorn and 
others from the central to its distant 
parts. In the Big Bend of the Colum- 
bia.there are 150 square miles filled with 
minerals, in which towns of importance 
have risen up during the last few years 
The Cariboo mines, further north, have 
been worked for thirty years, and the 
Omineca and Cassiar mines, still fur- 
ther north. The latest and, in some re 
specte, the moBt wonderful discovery of 
gold has been in the region of the Upper 
Yukon. There had been prospectors and 
mining there for ten years, but the 
experiences of those who were last year 
on the Klondike, one of the tributaries 
of the Yukon, had made it famous. One 
man shovelled for an hour and cleaned 
up 120 ox. of gold, or 2,010. Galvin, 
from QueenBtown, who went there four 
year ago, had returned woi th a million. 
From one of his claimB he took out from 
ten to forty 'thousand dollars a day, 
amongst them a nugget worth X94. 
Clarence Berry, of Fresno, in California, 
had been almoBt successful. The claims 
had very suggestive nameB— El Dorado, 
B jfanza, Gold Bottom, Too Much Gold 
Creek, and they seemed to have justified 
their names. Blanks there must have 
been as well as prizes. There were 
already about 7,000 in Dawson City and 
the surrounding country, and hundreds 
now on the roadB, and when spring 
opened there would be a rush from all 
countries. The northern part of the 
Yukon river was in American territory, 
the south part in the Canadian. Gold 
had been found freely on both sides of 
the line, but the richest fields were in 
the British territory. He had no doubt 
that many weie perishing there this 
winter through ct Id, starvation and ex- 
posure. But that would not deter the 
crowds who are waiting to get in. At 
Seattle, Victoria, Vancouver, the wharves 
were being extended, and BteamerB built 
and chartered for the increased pas- 
senger and freight traffic. Having been 
five years in British Columbia, and 
alwavs maintained his interest in it, 
and beiDg in communication with those 
who were in its different districts, he 
felt at liberty to say a little about the 
journey thither, and what they would 
find when once they had got there. It 
was easy to get to British Columbia- 
ship and rail all the way for about £15 
third-claes. The difficulties then com- 
mence. If they went by Bhip all the 
way from Victoria, round by the Aleu- 
tian islands, and up the Yukon by St. 
Michael's, it was a journey of 5,000 
miles more — 2,000 miles longer than the 
journey across America. If they took 
the shortor routtB by ship to Wrangel or 
Juneau, Skagway or Dyea, towns on the 
coast, and thence by the inland pasBes 
and hikes, it would be only about 1,500, 
but there would be climbing steeps, 
building rafts, rushing rapids, packing 
provisions up eteep hills, and mosqui- 
toeB innumerable. The great difficulty 
was that the coast range came almost 
close on the Eea, wrb precipitous, and 
with few passes. It was like a wall at 
tho very first— once over that it -was 
easier. But only' strong men in good 
health could stand it. Of the different 
land routes, he was in favor of that' 
which was rather tho longest, viz., by 
Bteamor from Victoria to Wrangel, 
thence by small steamer up the Stick- 
een river to Telegraph Cueek, thence 
by trail and Teslin lake down to the 
Yukon. By all meanB let the intend- 
ing emigrant buy Lhb supplies in Vic- 
toriaorVancouver.preferably Victoria, as 
most of the steamers going north started 
there. The mines were in Canadian ter- 
ritory, and if the supplies were pur- 
chaBed in tho towns of the United 
States, there would bo both trouble and 
expense in connection with the tariff. 
The Americana had a little strip along 
the coast, and there wbb sufficient 
trouble getting goods through it in bond. 
At no distant date there would be an all- 
Canadian route. The C.P.R. already had 
reached to Edmonton, on the eastern 
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Bide of the mountains, and they were al- 
ready contemplating the extension from 
Edmonton to the Yukon. If any of 
them were in a fair way of doing here, 
they should not run risks of gold-seek- 
ing, and no man Bhould attempt going 
to Klondike who had not got at leaBt 
JC150. There was not only the expense 
of the journey^ but the expense of pro- 
vision there until established in a claim, 
and working it until it paid. The lec- 
ture waB illustrated by screen pictureB, 
there was a largo audience, and the lec- 
turer waB thanked very heartily. 

BUSINESS DIMINISHES. 

With the Enforcement of the New Passen- 
ger Rates Traffic Gets Lighter. 

If the Walla Walla's lists when she 
sailed for San Francisco last evening can 
be taken as an illustration of how ad- 
vanced rateB are going to affect travel 
between California and Northern ports, 
it eanWely be predicted that the busi- 
ness of the line, which up to the present 
haB given the three vessels conducting it 
all they were capable of handling, will 
be greatly diminished. The Walla Wal- 
la iB the first steamer to sail since the 
rates were raised, and her passenger list 
waB far from being as large as those on 
her former sailings. Up till a late hour 
yesterday the only Baloon passengers 
tickoted here were J. Miller, E. L. Conk- 
ling, G. L. Kinman, W. S. Monro, Mrs. 
Munro and Mrs. Edmonds. The Uma- 
tilla, too, had rather a small crowd on 
arriving from California early yesterday 
morning, those for Victoria numbering 
18 first class and 1-1 second cIbbb passen- 
gers. There were among the arrivals 
one or two who are destined for the gold 
fields and who will here transfer to a 
northern-bound steamer. The steamer's 
freight for Victoria amounted to 89 tons. 

MAJIINE NOTES. 

Capt. Jones, of the British ship Bene- 
cia, which arrived in Esquimalt with 
general cargo on Saturday, is anxiously 
awaiting the disappearance of the snow, 
so that he may proceed to discharge na- 
,val stores. As soon as these are landed 
the ship shifts to the outer wharf, and 
after discharging her Victoria cargo goeB 
to Vancouver and to Tacoma. 

Steamer City of Kingston, resumed 
service yesterday in good time for the 
coming Benson's business. In conse- 
quence of her return to work the mer- 
chants of the city received their mail 
when commencing the day. 

Although not Bailing North until 
Thursday, the steamer City of Seattle 
haB already secured a full load, and in 
Seattle now all applicants for tickets are 
refused.
